The IFB called for
bids to provide optical filters.

We have buen informed by the Army that the contracting
1 officer made a determination of negative responsibilicy
with ragard to ikard and the matcer wat then referred to
i the Small Business Administration (SBA) for final dis-
position. Under 135 U.S.C. # 637(b)(7) (1970) <= amended
by Pub. L. 95-89, & 501. 91 Scat. 561, August 4, 1977,
the SBA has authority to certify Lo Government Drocure-
ment officers with respect to all eluments of responsi-
bilicy, "including, but not limited to, capability,
competenay, capacity, credic, integrity, perseverance,
and tenacity of any small business concern * * % t¢
. rece«ive and perform a specific Gouvernment comntract.” This.
] Office does not review SBA determinations or require the
SBA to issue Certificates of Comperency because, by law
the disposition of the SBA on the matter is final.
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Aczordingly, this protest is dismissed.
